To understand the situation fully it

J realized during the fighting last winter, 
when the Russians were trying to re-estab­ 
lish their lines.

Following receipt of provisional 
operato rs certificate perm its from 
t h e Federal Com m unic ations com­ 
mission bv 13 mem bers of the lo­ 
cal police force, E s c a n a b a ^ new 
tw o way police radio system be­ 
g a n its testing program yester­ 
day.
